None of the above cited documents disclose a chewable toy for animals, 
comprising 5-30 parts of isomalt and 0.5-5 parts of garlic. Thus, present claims 1- 
13 meet the novelty requirements. 

3. Article 33(3) PCT 

In view of the technical problem to be solved (to provide a chewable toy which can 
be used to correct incorrect dietary habbits of pets, prevent damaging of teeth and 
development of bacteria) and its unexpected solution (the composition comprising 
isomalt and garlic added to a starch material), the subject-matter of present claims 
can be regarded as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) over any 
combination of the cited prior art.
